1. I was somewhat surprised to receive reference 
commission from the Director regarding the establishment of 
a project office for designing, procuring, testing, and in- 
stalling an imagery dissemination network within the Washington 
based Intelligence Community. The shock stemmed from the state- 
ment that "some initial funding will be required from FY 7S re- 
sources and that the remainder will have to come thro ugh pro- 
gramming of FY 76 funds", total of about Nowhere is 

there a citation of the source of funds, and in querying the 
Office of Communications, they indicated that they had noted that 
funds were not available in the Office of Communications. In 
pursuing this further with the Comptroller's office, I find that 
they have no knowledge of the requirement. We thus come to a 
grinding halt before we get started since there are no funds in 
this Directorate to entertain such an undertaking. I therefore 
refer this matter to you in hopes that you can joggle the right 
trees to provide the wherewithal to execute the program. 


2. As a matter for future form and procedure, I would 
appreciate the opportunity to chop on such proposals before they 
reach the Director's approval stage. I feel that the Agency is 
now placed in a very difficult position of having accepted a 
responsibility in behalf of the Community without the concurrence 
of the Directorate involved.
